GERMAN  CASUALTIES 

ARE  ENORMOUS 


Twelfth  Lancers  and  Royal 
Scots  Greys  Rout  Enemy  in 
Brilliant  Fashion — General 
French's  Estimate  of  Losses 


LONDOK.  Aug.  31, — After  four  day* 
of  denperato  flglitinK.  with  casualties  of 
between  5,000  and  S.OOO,  the  British 
army  in  Francp  Is  reslpil  and  i-cady  for 
the  iipxt  ureat  battle,  ai'cordlng  to  an 
nnnooiK-emcnt  toda>-  by  l^iord  Kitchener. 
The  statPiiwHt,  which  was  Issued 
through  tho  mclliim  of  the  Olflclal 
I'ress    Bureau,    follows: 

"There  haa  been  a  four-day  battle'^— 
on-  the  iOril,  24th,  :;5th  and  2Gth  of 
August.  During  the  whole  of  this 
period    the    Hritish.    In    conformity    with 


a  jjenoral  movement  of  tlic  Fremh 
armies,  were  ocfupicd  In  resisting  and 
fhecltlng  tho  German  advanre  and  In 
withdrawing  to  new  lines  of  defences, 
—  -"Th»  baUle  Jxkgan  at  Mens  on  Sun- 
day, during  which  day  and  part  of  the 
night  the  Oerman  attaclt,  which  was 
Btubbornly  pressed  and  repeated,  was 
completely  checked  by  the  British  front. 

"pn  Monday,  the  24th.  the  Germans 
made  vigorous  efforts  in  superior  num- 
i>ers  to  prevent  the  safe  witlulrawal  of 
the  British  army  and  to  drive  it  into 
the  fortress  ot  Maubeuge.  This  effort 
was  frustrated  by  the  steadiness  and 
siclll  with  which  the  British  retiremen* 
■was  conducted,  and.  as  on  tlie  previous 
day,  very  heavy  losses,  far  in  excess  of 
anything  .suftered  by  us.  were  Inflicted 
on  tlie  enemy,  who,  in  dense  formation 
and  in  enormous  masses,  marched  for- 
ward again  and  a^ain  to  storm  the  Brit- 
ish lines.     - -r-Js"!'

"The  British  retirement  proceeded  on 
the  23th  with  continuous  fighting,  al- 
though not  on  the  scale  of  the  previous 
two  day.s.  On  the  night  of  the  25th.  the 
British  army  occupied  the  line  of  Cam- 
brai,  Landreeies  and  Le  Cateau.  (Cani- 
brai ',  li;  «  .  f ortitied  town  in  the  Depart- 
ment osf  the  Nwd.  forty-.two  niHes , 
nortli^of  Lille,  on  the  River  Scheldt;  I.,e 
(taieau  is  fourteen-  miles  east  by  aouth-v 
I  a  St    of    Cftmbrai.) 

"It  had  been  intended  to  resume  the 
retirement  at  daybreak  on  the  26th,  but 
the  German  attack,  in  which  no  less 
than  five  army  corps  were  engaged,  uas 
so  close  and  fierce  that  it  was  inipo?:- 
siblc  to  carry  out  this  Intention  until 
the    afternoon. 

"The  battle' on  this  day  (tlie  26;b) 
Mas  a  most  severe  and  deaperate  one. 
The,  troops  offered  a  superb  and  most 
spibborn  resistance  to  the  tremendous 
odds  wltli  which  they  were  confronted, 
and  at  length  extricated  themselves  in 
good  order,  tliough  witli  serious  losA  and 
under  'the  heaviest  artillery  lire.  Xo 
guns  Were  taken  by  the  eneroyi  except 
those  tlie  horses  of  which  ha<|  been 
kiUe^J^  and  tho.'S^  which  bad  been  <lam- 
Bged.  "*"

I..ONDON,  Aug.  31.— Desperate  fight- 
ing continues  along  the  Austrian  fron- 
tier, says  an  official  statement  lasued  at 
St.  Petersburg  and  telegraphed  here  by 
the  correspond«'nt  of  the  Renter  Tele- 
gram   Company. 

"In  East  Prussia,"  says  the  Russlart 
War  Office,  "the  garrisons  and  for^ 
reases  of  Thorn,  and  Graudenz,  east  of 
the  Vlstola,  aje  taking  part  -with  a 
large  number  of  siege  guns.  We  have 
taken  3,000  prisoners  In  the  operations 
east  of  Lemberg   (capital  of  Galicia). 


TURKEY  MAY  DECLAj^E  WAR 

a-erniany  Ponrs  Men  into  Constantinople 
— Britain  Xaauea  Warning  to  Porte 


LONDOX,  Aug.  31.— The  Dally  Tele- 
graph's diplomatic  correspondent;  In  an 
article  printed    today,   says: 

"Turkey  may  declare  war  at  any  mo- 
ment. It  is  now  oflly  a  matter  of  a 
few  days — possibly  a  few  hours. 

"All  efforts  of  the  powers  of  the 
Triple  Entente  have  failed,  and  the  Lon- 
don Embassy  admits  the  situation  very 
grave.  The  military  party,  now  domi- 
nant in  Constantinople,  has  reached  the 
conclusion  that  this  Is  the  best  time  to 
secure  the  restoration  of  Macedonia  and 
the  .Aegean  Islands. 

"German  officers  and  men  are  belns 
poured  into  Constantinople  to  help  the, 
Turkish  army  and  navy,  .Turkey  ap-! 
parently  counts  on  the  Balkan  States 
quarreling  among  themselvea  while 
Turkey  fights  Greece,  but  it,  seemjT  like- 
ly that  Turkey's  declaration  of  war 
against  Greece  will  be  regarded  as  hos- 
tile by  the  Triple  Entente,  which  will 
send  a  fleet  to  dispose  of  all  the,  Turkish 
and  German  ships. 

"The  British  Government  has,  warned 
Turkey  plainly  that  In  starting  any  cam- 
paign at  this  time  she  signs  her  own 
death  warrant."

Personnel  of  German  Navy  Is 
Depleted  in  Heli.goland  Ac- 
tion —  British  Destroyers 
Did  Deadly  Work. 


IX).\DON,  Aug,  31.-^An  offlolal  etate- 
ment  issued— tonight  says  that  oif  1,209 
men  composing  the  crews  of  five  Ger- 
man warships,  sunk  off  Heligoland,  only 
330  were  saved.  The  British  casualties 
were  two  offices  and  twenty-seven  men 
killed,  nineteen  seriously  Injured-  and 
nineteen  others  slightly  wounded. 

The  Liberty,  one  of  the  British  de- 
stroyers which  took  part  in  the  battle, 
was  hit  by  a  shell,  which  shattered  her 
mast  and  tore;  away  part  of  her  bridge 
first  of  all  anil  then  smashed  her 
searciillghts  and  killed  her  commander. 
Ueutenant-Commander  Baritlet.  and 
VVllliam!;Butcher.  his  signalman.  Th'-lr 
deaths, were   instantaneous.

IN  THE  WAR'ZONE 

From  all  the  far-spread  battle  lines 
only  bulletins  of  Napoleonic  brevity 
have  come  In  the  last  twenty-four  hours. 
History  is  being  made  on  three  great 
fields  of  action — along  250  miles  of 
French  frontier,  on  -00  miles  of  the 
Austro-Hutngarlan, border  and  through 
wide  Arods  of  Austrian  Poland. 

Silence. hits  eoyiered  Austria's  war  with 
Servia  for  several,  diays,  but  that  has  be- 
come a  minor  detail  of  the  death  strug- 
gle of  the  European  powers. 

"The  iRussian 'front  Is  the  scene  of 
events  v*f  the  greatest  magnitude,  but 
between  the  claims  and  counter-claims 
of 'the.  belligerents  there  is  such  a  vital

From  i Northern  France  tlip  new.s  ap- 
pears to  follow  events  by  three  or  four 
ilays.  The  French  Embassy  announces 
that  there  has  been  hard  fichling  on  the 
right  wing  of  it.';  Northern  army  near 
Mezieres  since  Friday,  and  also  that  the 
German  forces  are  making  progress  in 
the  La  Fere  di.'-trlct.  which  apparently 
means  that  the  French  left  wing  has 
retired  somewhat  further,  but  It  Is  not 
revealed  how  near  the  Germans  have 
approached    to   Ia   Fere   fortress. 

The  British  reports  issued  on  .Sunday 
show  that  the  British  army  no  longer 
constitutes  the  loft  wing  of  the  allied 
forces,  hutjthat  the  French  have  rein- 
forced them  on  the  west.  It  further 
says  that  the  French  have  been  fighting 
both  east  and  west  of  them  and  have 
brought  the  German  movement  to  .7 
slandsHll.

Offensive  Movement  by  Right 
Wing  of  French  Army  Suc- 
ceeds— Results  of  Latest 
Fighting  Are  Indecisive. 


PARIS.  Aug.  31.— "The  progress  of 
the  German  right  wing  has  obliged  tis 
to  yield  ground  on  our  left,"  says  an 
official  statement  Issued  here  tonight. 

"According  to  La  Llberte,  the  Ger- 
mans have  penetrated  a  short  distance 
further  on  the  Klver  Somme.  The  Brit- 
ish, in  conjunction  with  the  French  left, 
however,  made  a  vigorous  offensive. 
Further'  west,  the  French  troops  have 
checked  the  enemy's  advance  guards.  At 
the  other  extremity  of  the  line  on  the 
Meuse.  the  French,  are  offering  9  strenu- 
ous and  successful  defence,  which  ex- 
tends along  nearly  the  whole  front. 

"Our  offensive  succeeded  on  our  right, 
but  was  checked  on  our  left.  The  Ger-" 
mans  gained  ground,  as  announced^  to- 
ward La  Feire.  .^t  any  rate,  we  hold 
firm  even  under  attack— ^a  sure  sign  of 
the  confidrnci'  of  our  army." 
Kuat  Come  to  Sod 

(Seneral'La  Croix,  former  commander- 
in-chief  of,  the  FrencHi  army,  con=frlfr= 
that  the  Germans  are  taking  great  Ii-!^s 
In  lengtheiillig  their  lliie.«  of  oommiihi.  .1 - 
tlon. 

"One  step  gained  by  them  lii  France  is 
a  step  lost  hy  them  against  Kussia,"  he 
say.s.  "My  feeling  is  that  the  German 
advance  must   soon  come   t<.v.g.n  end." 

lie  takes  a  hopeful  view  of  the  situa- 
tion, saying:  "The  Germans  continue 
their  turning  moveirjent  on  their' ilglit. 
We  IVftve  replied  hy  assuming  the  offen- 
sive at  .\'ovion  Torcien  and  at  Guise, 
Tho  result  Is  indecisive  In  the  first 
■llrcction,  hut  our  attack  will  "^be  re- 
sumed.

He  might  inadvertently  kill  many 
occupants  of  the  Peabody  buildings  and 
otherwise  Inflict  grievous  loss  upon 
noncombatants.

lations, etc..  which  !t  would  be  legiti- 
mate to  bombard  in  naval  war;  second- 
ly, that  the  barracks,  stores,  etc..  might 
be  removed  from  such  cities  and  the 
railway  stations  burte<i  under-ground; 
wnA  briefly — and  it  need  hardly  be  said 
that  this  Is  far  more  likely  to  happen 
— the  national  air  defences  In  the  shape 
of  aircraft  and  gruns  may  be  made  so 
powerful  that  no  foe  would  venture  to 
attempt  a  raid. 

We  .skould  prefer  to  think  that,  if  an 
enemy  contemplated  a  raid  on  London
